Wealth And Power 
— Or Public Interest 


By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON. — Often a scene 
tells a story. 
Like the scene before us in the 
U. S. Senate in the past two weeks. 
From the gallery we look down upor 
an almost empty chamber, usually 
only three or four Senators, never 
more than half a dozen, for the 
daily legislative session. We ob­ 
serve how they draw together, as if 
for company, as they argue quietly 
with one another. It Is like a dis­ 
cussion in the com er of the other­ 
wise-empty library of a private club 
late at night, except for the official 
reporter who busily takes down the 
words for posterity. 
In recent years such scenes are 
normal in the Senate, with all the 
chores a Senator has away from 
the chamber, except when there is 
a big issue before the body. Yet, it 
is really a major issue which, in 
the past two weeks, has been able 
to enlist the interest and partici­ 
pation of only a handful of Senators 
in the mausoleum-like sessions we 
have watched. 
It is an issue that affects many 
millions of you, all of you who use 
natural gas. For the bill before the 
Senate, which already has passed 
the House, would exempt producers 
of natural gas from regulation by 
the Federal Power Commission and 
thus leave the consumer unprotected 
at the very source of the gas. 
There are a few Senators who 
are actively and sincerely trying 
to stop this obnoxious bill. But they 
are conscious, as they carry on in 
this vacuum, that so far as the 
powers-that-be iii the Senate are 
concerned, this is supposed to be 
oily a sham battle, a “ debate” 
for the record. For the sake of 
appearances, it would seem that 
Senator Lyndon Johnson of Texas, 
the Democratic Floor Leader who 
cleverly stage-managed this puppet 
show, would have arranged for more 
Senators to stand “duty” and attend 
to make it look good from the 
galleries. 
The farce gives itself away. Too 
slick was his careful arrangement 
of “full debate” which, he decreed, 
should be courtly and courteous — 
not angry like Southerners debating 
segregation — so that he could 
avoid a public split in the party 
over this measure. As you know, 
it is being pushed by a few big oil 
companies, which own most of the 
natural gas reserves and which 
will enjoy a “mark-up” of many 
billions in the value of those re­ 
serves by price increases if the 
bill becomes law. 
Most of this week, the bare Senate 
stage has been dominated by a big, 
shambling gentleman who, day after 
day, ploughed through his exhaustive 
speech against the measure. For a 
time one day he stood alone, talking 
to an empty chamber and the lone 
presiding officer. He is the hero 
of this Senate saga — in all other 
respects a shoddy performance — 
big Paul Douglas, a Democrat from 
Illinois who is daring to challenge 
the Texas party leadership and sev­ 


eral billion dollars. For the m il­ 
lions of words he has talked into 
the record, for all the statistics he 
has inserted, he really said it all in 
one sentence: 
“The issue before us is whether 
the interests of wealth and power 
are to run the government or whether 
our government is to be run in the 
interests of the public.” 
That is the issue. How right he is I 
t is dramatized in the million anda 
half dollars big oil men raised 
among themselves and spent on their 
lobby, the results of which you have 
seen in advertisements in news­ 
papers and magazines, and which 
we have seen here in the high- 
pressure tactics being used by the 
obbyists on Senators to get them 
to support this gigantic “ giveaway.” 
Senator Douglas summed this all 
up, thus: 
‘Huge profits are at stake in this 
legislative proposal to nullify ef­ 
fective natural-gas regulation, lf 
the gas producers succeed, it will 
cost consumers of this country from 
$600 to $900 million annually. It 
will increase the value of the known 
gas reserves of the nation from 
M2 1/2 to $30 billions . . . It is no 
wonder that 'big oil’ is working 
and spending to put this bill through 
Congress.” 
The scene in the Senate reflecting 
the apathy and cynicism of those you 
elected as your servants to protect 
your interests has about it a “ this- 
is-w here-I-cam e-in” reminder. It 
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carries me back to the 1920’s when 
big money was moving the pawns 
about here in Washington. 
But Teapot Dome and Elk Hills 
of the day, from which only a 
couple of big oil companies were 
to profit — if eagle-eyed Senators 
Bob LaFollette of Wisconsin and 
Tom Walsh of Montana had not 
stoppled them — are chicken feed 
compared to the bonanza several 
big oil companies will get out of 
this bill if it passes, and legally, 
by donation of Congress. 


Paul Douglas can have the satis­ 
faction of having px>inted out the 
clues for future Bob LaFollettes 
and Tom Walshes — and, if we 
have faith in our democratic pro­ 
cesses, we must have faith that 
they will come along. They always 
have, even if sometimes late — 
after the experience has cost us 
so much. 
You, the public, have fair warn­ 
ing of how your public servants 
are failing you in that bare cup­ 
board which is the Senate cham­ 
ber.

RECORDS NOT FALLING 
Our sports writer, Al Anderson, 
did a little digging last week and 
found support for our suspicions that 
no new records are being placed 
on the board by the current Warren 
high school basketball team, as we 
have heard announced incorrectly on 
several occasions. 
The boys score well, but when you 
realize that under the old rules 
there was a center jump after every 
basket, and there was no rule forcing 
a team to hurry the ball up the 
floor, it is amazing how many points 
were piled up by teams in the past. 
They had less time in which to score, 
the game still was new and develop­ 
ing, the players should not have 
been as skilled as they are today, 
and the equipment was not as good. 
Despite the handicaps, Al probably 
will reveal in this week’s column 
that teams topped the IOO mark in 
scoring and individuals went over 
30. 
The greatest team we remember 
was the one which performed in the 
1923, 1924 era. It had the great A 
Wolfe in the line-up, but Al didn’t 
pile up tremendous totals for two 
reasons. He was a play-maker and 
always passed off if a team-mate 
was in a better position. He also 
was playing with four boys who could 
shoot very well, Loath Brown, Fritz 
Kennett, Ed and Don Finley. Dick 
Schumacher joined the group the 
next year and he also was fast and 
a good shot. 
At the end of one season they 
went onto the Y floor and played 


the semi-pro team of that time, 
mown as the Nameless Five. On 
this team was Jap Conroy, who 
may have scored the most points 
in one game, 36, in the history 
of Warren high school. He also 
was quite a semi-pro performer. 
But the high school boys took them, 
42 to 34. (For contrast, imagine this 
year’s team against the pick of the 
Y City league.) 
You can go back to 1904 and find 
Warren beating Sheffield, 90 to 12, 
and 98 to 27. The same team beat 
Titusville, 84 to IO. It was beaten 
by Jamestown, 51 to 7, then beat 
Jamestown, 42 to 17. The players 
on this one were Ralph Jackson, 
Edward Klepfer, Sam Ostergard, F. 
McNamara, Allan Branch, Harold 
Eaton, and Dennis Curran. Basket­ 
ball had just been invented and 
these men were pioneering with a 
total of 623 points to the 292 of 
their opponents. 
In 1906-1907 we find the sur­ 
rounding high schools running for 
cover and the locals scheduling 
independent teams. They beat the 
Belmonts, 86 to IO, won six games 
and lost one. 
Warren continued to be a power 
most of the years, the records for 
some of which are difficult to find. 
In the 1917-18 season the Dragons 
beat Titusville, 105 to 30. Titus­ 
ville seems to be a foil for Warren 
teams when it comes to high scor­ 
ing. 
One of the records in reverse 
was established by the 1931-32 team 
which was able to score only 6 
points against Oil City, which got 
22. The year before that, Warren 
won six and lost 15. So don’t fee 
bad, boys, if the season isn’t the 
best in the book. We have had 
some real duds in the past as wel 
as some greats. In fact, in that 
period Warren went four years 
with its victories never exceeding 
the losses. It ran 9 and 17, 8 and 
9, 6 and 15, and 8 and 8. We now 
are in one of these fifty-fifty slumps 
which the current team may ter­ 
minate. 
But when you start talking about 
records, you still must remove the 
hat for the boys who played before 
the game had been speeded up, the 
ball was a lop-sided thing with a 
bulge of laces to throw off the 
dribble, the science of team play 
was far from developed, and every 
playground didn’t have baskets for 
summer practice. In fact, there 
were no playgrounds. The great 
Heinie Anderson developed his eye 
with a home-made ring mounted 
on his garage.

Hollywood Self-Analysis 


Hollywood, which likes to examine 
itself with the morbid introspection 
of a monkey picking fleas off its 
hide, had a field day on Sunday 
with its favorite pastime. F irst 
came an hour and a half long color 
spectacular called "Inside Beverly 
Hills," which celebrated the fiftieth 
anniversary 
of 
that 
citadel 
of 
glamour, and directly following it 
on Goodyear Playhouse (NBC-TV 
9 p. rn. EST) was a play called 
"The Starlet" which was supposed 
to be a ruthlessly honest expose 
of that widely misunderstood pro­ 
fession. 
That adds up to two and a half 
lours, and I don't know that any, 
of us was much the w iser about 
the film capital after it was all 
over. "Inside Beverly H ills" was 
produced and staged by John Gue- 
dal, the proprietor of those in­ 
destructible properties, Art Link- 
etter and Groucho Marx, both of 
whom were used extensively on the 
show.

Mr. Guedal and his w riters de^ 
cided to treat the sacred grove 
lightly, and it was garnished with 
elephantine touches of humor such 
as putting the garbage man in a tai' 
coat and making Jokes about the, 
number of lawyers and psychiatrists 
in town.

Stewart and his wife and four child­ 
ren were captured between church 
and a trip to the movies.

fecundity of the Beverly Hills set — 
practically everybody had at least 
four children — was an eye-opener.

Moon Found Sane 
By Judge Flick 


The ball has been tossed back 
to the defense in the case of Nor­ 
man W. Moon, convicted of slaying 
Judge Allison D. Wade on January 
13, 1954. Judge Alexander C. Flick 
has ruled that he is not satisfied 
'that the defendant is mentally ill as 
defined in the Mental Health Act of 
1951 and the standard set by the 
Supreme Court in the Moon case. 
He then invites the defense to 
file additional reasons for a new 
trial immediately and has ordered 
the case to proceed. It is possible 
that the defense again will file 
exceptions, and if these are dis­ 
missed it can appeal to the higher 
court in an effort to obtain an out 
on the basis of mental illness. 
Such a procedure might again delay 
the sentencing. 
After Moon was found guilty of 
murder in May of 1954, a series 
of legal actions held up the sentenc­ 
ing. Judge Flick finally appointed a 
sanity commission to help in deter­ 
mining the mental condition of the 
defendant and upon the request of 
Sheriff L. E. Linder, Moon was 
transferred to the Warren state hos­ 
pital for examination. 
He later was released from the 
hospital and was taken to the Wes­ 
tern Penitentiary. At a hearing held 
in Warren in December, penitentiary 
observers stated that Moon seemed 
sane. 
Judge Flick ruled earlier in the 
year that Moon wau legally sane and 
i the 
decision was appealed. The 
higher court did not refute the 
Judge’s opinion but said it was not 
based on the Mental Health Act of 
1951. 
Judge Flick now very succinctly 
nas found that Moon is not mentally 
ill as defined in that Act and by the 
standard set by the court. He says, 
“The Supreme Court directed me 
to reconsider the report of the 
Sanity Commission and to re­ 
examine the evidence, including any 
additional relevant evidence, and to 
re-decide the matter using the new 
and broader test as provided in the 
Mental Health Act of 1951. Follow­ 
ing this direction I restudied the 
entire record and also heard ad­ 
ditional testimony from the guards 
in charge of Norman Moon in the 
Western Penitentiary. These guards 
testified that they had been in con­ 
tinuous charge of Moon for the past 
eight months or more, that they had 
noticed nothing unusual or abnormal 
in his conduct and that they had seen 
no evidence of a loss of self-control, 
judgment or discretion.” 
In his current opinion Judge Flick 
holds that he is not satisfied that 
Norman Moon has a mental illness 
which so lessens his capacity to 
use his customary self control, 
judgment, and discretion as to make 
it necessary or advisable for him 
to be under care. Therefore, Judge 
Flick finds that proceedings in the 
case should continue. The defendant 
has been ordered to file his addition­ 
al reasons for a new trial forthwith. 
(Ed. Note. The question of Norman 
Moon’s mental health has nothing to 
do with the time of the crime. It 
involves only his present mental 
state and whether or not he can be 
sentenced. If it is decided that he 
is mentally ill he must be placed 
in a hospital until he is sufficiently 
cured to allow the case to proceed. 
His mental condition at the time of 
the crime was decided by the jury 
during the trial. It found him sane, 
and pronounced him guilty.)

PROTECTION A V A ILA BLE 
For years we have battled a 
disease which has killed and crip­ 
pled millions. Our annual financial 
campaign against it has become 
traditional. Most of us give readily 
and the results are beginning to 
show. 
Despite this background we now 
find an apathy among us that may 
delay the good which our efforts 
have made possible. Many parents 
are doing nothing about providing 
protection to their children under 
fourteen years of age. We are speak­ 
ing of polio, of course, as was so 
effectively done by our Tidioute 
editor in last week’s issue of that 
edition. 
The Salk vaccine has been proved 
safe, with standards of production 
raised to a point that removes any 
question in the minds of leading 
medical men, including Dr. J. Thom­ 
as Millington, Jr ., director of pre­ 
ventive services of the Pennsylvania 
Health Department. 
Though about 400,000 children in 
this state have received two shots 
of vaccine, there are about two m il­ 
lion who should have the first two 
shots before summer. Despite the 
fact that there is plenty of vaccine 
in some parts of the state, a sudden 
run on the supply might mean short­ 
ages which would require rationing. 
This could result in well supplied 
areas losing portions of their pro­ 
tection to areas where the parents 
are alert to its value and are 
fully utilizing its life-saving quali­ 
ties. 
The vaccine tends to lose its 
strength if kept too long and should 
be used. For this reason it will be 
shifted to sections where it is want­ 
ed. After all these years of giving, 
researching, and fighting, it is ab­ 
surd for parents to deny their child­ 
ren the resulting benefits. 
Warren county was one of the 
first to hustle a supply of the vac­ 
cine into this section, but many 
parents who give readily to the 
March of Dimes have done nothing 
about protecting their own child­ 
ren. 
If you want protection next 
summer, now is the time to act. 
The cost is only $12 for three shots. 
Much less than an iron lung or

CONTROLS CHARGED 
The FTC has charged B. F. Good­ 
rich Co., Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
Co., the Atlantic Refining Co., F ire ­ 
stone Tire and Rubber Co., The Tex­ 
as Co., and Shell Oil Co. with re­ 
straining competition in the sale 
of tires, batteries, and accessories. 
The oil companies agree to in­ 
fluence their stations and distribu­ 
tors to handle the products of a 
major company. In return the oil 
company 
receives a commission 
from the accessory maker. 
But 
the station operator receives no 
part of it. 
This leaves the station operator 
with no choice in the products he 
is to sell, and for his part in this 
limiting of trade he is not com­ 
pensated. He becomes a completely 
controlled agent of the oil company. 
However the oil companies re­ 
ceive very choice commissions. It 
is charged that Firestone sales to 
Shell in 1953 totaled $14 million, 
with Shell receiving $1,360,312 in 
commission. Goodyear gave Atlantic 
$441,743 in 1952 for exclusive sales 
of $4,174,890 of Goodyear products 
by Atlantic stations and distributors, 
who had no choice in the matter 
and received no part of the com­ 
mission. 
Such contracts, says the FTC, un­ 
duly frustrate, hinder, suppress, 
lessen, restrain, prevent, and el­ 
iminate competition in the market­ 
ing of batteries, tires, and acces­ 
sories.

Farmers Worry 
The Politicians

WASHINGTON — Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson was in deep 
trouble with Midwest Republicans 
in Congress long before one of his 
underlings signed his name to an 
ill-advised fan letter to the author 
of an article attacking the “ pam­ 
pered" farmers. 


Benson has now disavowed the 
letter. His difficulty is that his 
Congressional critics are sure that 
he agrees with the author and that 
he is willing to put the farmers 
through the wringer with all the 
risks, economic and political, that 
this involves. 


Two things have kept Republi­ 
cans relatively quiet. One is the 
fear that if President Eisenhower 
gets mad at the party he won’t run 
again. The other is some whip- 
cracking by lobbyists of the Farm 
3ureau which represents the more 
Drosperous segments of agriculture. 


Some Republicans have been so 
frightened, however, they have even 
consulted New Deal experts about 
alternatives to the Eisenhower-Ben- 
son program. It is not surprising 
that farm state legislators want 
to put more money faster into farm ­ 
ers’ pockets; what is interesting is 
that they are saying humbly the 
problem is too big for just the poli­ 
ticians. 


Not in years has the farm bloc 
been so divided and so desperate. 
It wants action but it has no answers. 
Nor have the Democrats, for all 
that they are so vocal. 


The real vacuum in the White 
House program is that it sets no 
prosperity goals for the farm er 
and so gives him no real encour­ 
agement for the future. Nor does 
it offer immediate, forthright plans 
to increase farm income, which 
has dropped about 30 per cent in 
the last four years. That politicians 
add this up to political suicide next 


\ 


fall in the farm states should not 
surprise anyone. 


Benson’s tolerance for depressed 
farm incomes until long range pro­ 
grams can right the situation in­ 
furiates the politicians. They be­ 
lieve it is utterly unacceptable to 
the farmer-voters so long as the 
rest of the economy is booming, 
and about that they think they are 
better judges than either of the 
Eisenhower 
brothers, 
Dwight or 
Milton. 


That the President can get ap­ 
proval for a long range program, 
without immediate remedies too, 
is improbable. That the proposal 
of some Democrats for a return to 
high rigid price supports is a good 
immediate remedy is widely doubted 
in that party, and among the biggest 
doubters is Adlai Stevenson. 


Congressional hearings may de­ 
velop some leadership in the present 
excess of recrimination. 


Senators Douglas and Humphrey 
have called attention to the changing 
patterns in agriculture which now 
runs the gamut from the large, 
prosperous factory-type farm to the 
small plots of 50 acres or less on 
which a million farm ers, chiefly in 
the South, still eke out a livelihood. 
Their suggested solution is a ceil­ 
ing on subsidies to the larger pro­ 
ducers, a move Congress has here­ 
tofore been reluctant to make. 


Yet Congress is clearly ready to 
pay some prices of its own in return 
for the immediate help that is its 
political life blood. No such balance 
of forces has yet been achieved in 
any program now before it.

AR-FLYING BIRDS 
We always are intrigued by the 
traveling 
habits of anim als and 
birds. We see the birds go south 
and north and often wonder just how 
far their trips take them. Last year 
the game com m ission banded 6,624 
mallard ducks. Of these, 796 were 
shot and the bands returned to the 
com m ission for study. 
The great majority never left the 
state, 
Pennsylvania 
hunters 
ac­ 
counting for 711 of the bands. But 
som e of the others really got around. 
Twenty-one were shot in Ontario, 
and one was brought down in Sas­ 
katchewan. In case your geography 
has 
becom e a bit vague, that is 
just north of Montana. (We looked 
it up.) 
Most of the, 29, cam e from New 
York. 
Others were sent in from 
Michigan, Virginia, New Jersey, 
Ohio, Maryland, Delaw are, North 
Carolina, W isconsin, Indiana, Ten­ 
n essee, West Virginia, Florida, and 
Kentucky. 
Though the ducks so banded seem 
to wander in all directions, there is 
an advantage. A big share of them 
return to the ponds and m arshes 
within the state where they were 
reared, and they often bring with 
them migrating birds, thus adding 
to the quantity during the season 
when they mean the m ost to the 
man with the gun.

MILLAGE VS EARNED INCOME 
The property and earned income 
taxes have been given quite a boot­ 
ing around by the press and the 
public in recent weeks, due mostly 
to the need of money in some of the 
larger communities and the search 
for a way to obtain it, A big share 
of the state’s boroughs have adopted 
the earned income tax as a means 
of augmenting the property levy, 
and a few of them are very close 
by, such as Titusville. 
We mention Titusville because 
about half the men residents of 
Tidioute who work out of town do 
so in that community. If Warren 
also adopts such a tax, at least 
fifty male workers in Tidioute will 
be paying taxes out of town. This 
places the subject squarely in that 
community's lap. 
Townships in the area also are 
affected and with money needed in 
all of these political subdivisions, 
none wishes to donate a dollar to 
others. If they must pay taxes they 
choose to limit it to their own 
residential area. Which suggests 
that most of them probably will 
follow the example set by the larg­ 
er communities, thus keeping the 
earned income tax dollar at home. 
In case that confuses you, under 
the law a man can not be double 
taxed. If his borough or township 
levies an earned income tax, he can 
not be forced to pay another earned 
income tax to the community lr 
which he works. 
* • * * 
INEVITABLE? 
Finance Chairman Emery, of the 
Warren borough council, stood on 
the bridge of his sinking earned 
income tax brig at the January 23 
meeting and predicted that the earn­ 
ed income tax was inevitable. Sug­ 
gesting that council might as well 
pass it then as later. This was while 
it was being proposed that Warren 
petition the court for the right to 
levy an additional three mills against 
real estate. 
The earned income tax is in­ 
evitable if the people of this state 
continue to lack the initiative and 
enlightenment required to direct the 
modernization of antiquated state 
laws. State legislators will make 
no changes unless pushed by their 
constituents. The law up to now 
has been kept in a form that bene­ 
fits 
those 
endowed with 
major 
assets. No tax is allowed to be 
graduated. 
The nearest you can come to 
graduation is through the earned 
income and property taxes. The 
more you make and the more val­ 
uable your property is, the more 
you pay. But you do not pay pro­ 
portionately more, and there is 
no base deduction for the low in­ 
come groups. 
The most inevitable aspect of 
the earned income tax is that we 
have leaders who are unwilling to 
search for other answers. This is 
the easy one. 
The same could be said for the 
per capita tax. It was an easy one 
to pass. The public seldom is or­ 
ganized, such as is the case with 
industry or special groups, and the 
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per capita breezed through. 
The earned income tax opposition 
would have amounted to very little 
if it had not been for the non­ 
residents. They made most of the 
noise, and have kicked up the bulk 
of the ruckus since the tax was 
first mentioned. Many have spoke 
as union representatives but in al­ 
most every case they have proved to 
be non-residents also. Where were 
the Warren union men? 
We would like to know where the 
Warren residents were when council 
passed a per capita tax. And es­ 
pecially where they were when the 
school board added one. And on top 
of all that, where was the local 
spokesmen when the school board 
poured on still another per capita, 
called a resident taxi 
This made it $15 a person, no 
m atter what your income, your prop­ 
erty value, or willy nilly. The most 
unfair tax of all! We have been 
taking it blithely for years and when 
we finally explode, we do it through 
the mouths of non-residents and in 
opposition to a tax based on the 
amount earned. Far more fair than 
the per capita tax. 
* * * * 


THE BATTLE JOINED 
We will not be surprised to hear 
much more on the tax battle within 
the weeks just ahead. We doubt if 
the property tax will be passed. 
The lines already are being drawn 
and there are strong influences 
in Warren who are opposed to any 
more taxes on property. 
This is strange when taken on 
an individual basis. Actually the 
property tax will cost the aver­ 
age resident less than the earned 
income. 
For 
example, 
if 
your 
property tax last year was about 
$100, after you had subtracted your 
per capita figures, the 50 1/2 mills 
paid by Warren residents mean that 
a mill is worth about $2 to you. 
The increase of 5 1/2 mills which 
has been proposed would cost you 
about $10.50. If you earn about 
$4,000 a year, the earned income 
tax would cost $20. 
However, the fact is that the 
earned income tax probably would 
cost you twice that. We are quite 
confident 
that 
the school board 
eventually, and maybe this year, 
would follow the council’s lead, use 
the same tax collector, and levy 
another half of one per cent. This 
would make your $4,000 income 
yield $40 in earned income tax. 
Even if your property tax amounts 
to $200, with each mill worth about 
$4 in taxes, you would pay only 
$22 if the 5 1/2 mill increase went 
through. If your earned income were 


only $3,000, a full one per cent would 
make your tax $30. The property 
tax still would be cheaper. 
This suggests that someone must 
be paying the bill, and perhaps he 
is the right one. In short, those 
best able to pay are shouldering a 
more commensurate share of the 
load under the property tax set-up 
then under the earned income. 


* * * * 


DROP THE PER CAPITA 
We can go along with the earned 
income tax in one way only. Warren 
needs about $60,000. In a full year 
the council’s share of the tax will 
be worth $100,000 (they estim ate). 
The per capita tax, current and 
delinquent, yields about $40,000. The 
public should not accept the earned 
income tax unless council agrees to 
drop the per capita. 
It will be said that it is too late 
to act on this in 1956. But how about 
1957? How about a definite, public 
commitment to the effect that the 
per 
capita will be dropped? We 
would be providing the $60,000 need­ 
ed and replace the per capita $40, 
OOO yield with the $100,000 earned 
income levy. 


REMOVE DISTRESS 
There is an easy way to provide 
relief for W arren county governing 
groups which are in distress. When 
the new county com missioners start 
work on their assessm ent correction 
work they could raise the percentage 
of value. This can be as high as 75 
per cent of actual value. 
With the resulting increased val­ 
uation, the millage could be lowered 
and 
sufficient 
money 
provided. 
There would be no need for trips to 
the court for additional millage ap­ 
proval. This was the intent of the 
law when the state passed it a few 
years ago. Why are we not utilizing 
its benefits? 


* * * * 


NO INCREASE? 
Another angle we must not over­ 
look in W arren is that the earned 
income tax does not mean a de­ 
crease in millage. Millage will go 
up anyway. We need an additional 
I 1/2 mills for debt payment and it 
will be added even if the earned 
income levy is inevitable.

In fact, it is possible that both 
taxes will be licked. There are 
some who would work economies in 
an effort to make the additional 
$60,000 unnecessary. 
We doubt if this is good business. 
We need more men, the employes 
need more money, we must pave 
streets, and there are departments 
which have enjoyed no increase in 
their budget for several years de­ 
spite increased costs. 


As Councilman Harry Logan, J r., 
said at the last meeting, a fair ex­ 
amination will reveal that the War­ 


ren property owners are not overly 
burdened with taxes. Inasmuch as 
he obviously represents the tax 
bracket that is asked to pay the 
largest share of this tax, it was an 
interesting statement.
